OTHER CENSURE ACTION 
In addition to die suspension 
and transfer of Mr. Hosty, let- 
ters of censure were also received 
last week by three other Dallas- 
based FBI agents.: >■ 

The letters, which constitute an 
official reprimand in writing and 
are placed in the agents' person- 
nel jackets, also resulted from the 
Warren Commission report. Exact 
details, however, were unavail- 
able.

-LAST INVESTIGATION 

On Nov. 5,. Mr. Hosty again 
talked to Mr*. Paine and that was 
the last investigation the agent 
did on the Oswald case until 
Nov. 22. 

Commenting on this, the Com- 
mission said only that “under 
proner conditions, the knowledge 
of t pending presidential visit 
mig ,t have prompted Hosty to 
havtj made more vigorous efforts 
to locate Oswald’s rooming house 
address and Interviewvhim regard- 
ing unresolved matters.’’. 

It said also that the FBI gen- 
erally took an "unduly restrictive’ 
view of its responsibility for presi 
dential protection in not reporting] 

Oswald's presence to the Secret 
Service. 

The FBI's action against agent 
Hosty came despite t£e Bureau's 
position to the Warren Commis- 
sion that none of its agents did 
anything wrong.
